On  retiring  from  the  management  of  the

Among  the  very  rare  and  desirable  American 
coins  vvhich^a  chain  of  fortuitous  circumstan- 
ces allows  us  to  offer  to  collectors,  none  .per- 
haps deserves  more  particular  notice  than  the 
1792  Washington  Cent,  sometimes  called  half- 
penny, and  of  which  only  about  five  speci- 
mens are  known  to  exist.

bust  of  Washington,  facing  left,  with  head 
bare  and  hair  in  short  queue;  Wasiii.ngton 
Pkesioent  1792.  Rererse,  an  eagle  displayed; 
upon  his  breast  a shield  bearing  the  coat  of 
arms  of  the  United  States  ; in  his  dexter 
talon,  an  olive  branch;  in  his  sinister,  seven  ar- 
rows, and  in  its  beak  a scroll  inscribed  Unum 
ly.  Plukiuus;  above  are  twelve  stars  in  a line, 
and  one  upon  the  eagle’s  crest;  edge,  plain; 
size,  19;  condition  good,  with  the  epaulet  and 
hair  on  the  obverse,  and  the  shield  on  reverse 
somewhat  worn.

THREE  HISTORICAL  MEDALS. 

The  following  medals,  engraved  and  struck 
by  Edward  Duffield,  a watch  and  clock  ma- 
ker in  Philadelphia,  a Little  over  one  hun- 
dred years  ago,  • are  generally  conceded  to 
to  have  been  among  the  very  first  results  of 
American  art  in  this  direction.  We  Know 
nothing  of  their  degree  of  rarity  beyond  the 
tact  that  two  of  them  struck  in  bronze  were, 
within  the  past  year  purchased  by  a collector 
at  public  sale  and  at  rather  low  figures. 

PENN  MEDAL. 

Obverse  \ Head  of  William  Penn;  William 
Penn,  Bokn  1644,  Died  1718.  Rerersc-.  Penn 
standing,  with  walking  cane  in  his  left  hand, 
and  with  his  right  shaking  hands  with  an  In- 
dian chief,  who  carries  a bow  in  his  left  hand; 
By  deeds  of  peace,  Pennsylvania  settled 
1681. 

ARMSTRONG  MEDAL. 

Obverse : An  officer,  accompanied  by  two 
of  his  men,  is  represented  pointing  to  a sol- 
dier firing  under  cover  of  a tree,  with  an  In- 
dian prostrate  before  him.  In  the  background 
huts  are  seen  in  flames.

Obverse:  The  laureated  bust  of  George  1 1 ; 

Reverse:  A white 
man  and  an  Indian,  .seated  bofore  a fire,  be- 
neath a tree;  the  former  presents  his  compan- 
ion the  calumet  of  peace;  above  a blazing  sun.

The  first  of  these  medals  is  commemorative 
of  the  settlement  of  Pennsylvania.  The 
sword  was  awarded  to  Col.  Armstrong  and 
his  followers  by  the  city  of  Philadelphia  for 
the  destruction,  of  the  Indian  village  of  Kat. 
tanning:  the  third  was  issued  for  the  mem- 
bers of  an  Indian  Peace  Association,  and  cop-
